At the southern hub of the 
world IT witnessed the bitter 
struggio for domJnatlon over 
the wedge-shaped sector of the 
White Continent known as the 
British Antarctle Sector. 


Argentine and Chile are 
Britajn’a opponents in this quest 
for soverelanty, Both countries 
claim the | Graham Land 
Peninsula (main part of ‘the 
Hiritish Antarctic Sector) as° 
thelr own, despite the fact that 
British explorers discovered 
most of this territory, They 
regard Britain as an intruder, 


Internatlonal law requires 
that any country,  cluiming 
virgin land, must do more then 
merely take formal possession 
of the area. Such territory 
must be continually occuplerd. 
Only such occupation, and im. 
provements of the region In 
question (charting survevr, for 
example) ensure validity for 
territorial claims, s 


MERE CLAIMS 


On the other hand, as long 
ar no ceccpted ruling by in.er~ 
national tribunal on the dispui- 
cd Antarctic regions exists, the 
question of ownership remains 
a matter of mere national 
olaims—unrecognised by anyone 
who choosts to ignore them, 


Therefore, in the meantime, 
Argentine, Britain and Chile are

High dlood pressure Is known 
to be o part of the symptom 
complex or combination ted 
to denrt discase, kidney discase 
and hardened arteries. Blood 
pressure is not a fixed state, but 
in the normal individual varies 
from ‘hour ¢o hour and some- 
times . It bs lowest in the 
lying down position: it increases 
when the Individual sits up; it 
rises eome more upon standing. 
Stimuli such as exercise and 
emotional experiences also raise 
the dlood . Emotional 
or physical shock may be ac- 
companied by = falling blood 
pressure which, in extreme in- 


stanoes, may fall go low as to 
endanger life. hs 

As long ts tha blood pressure 
is not fixed, there 4a very little 
to worry about. Only when the 
blood pressure jis consistently 
high or consistently low {s there 
cause for concern, Blood pres- 
eure is determined by the con- 
tracting irction of the heart plus 
the clustic resistance of the 
arteries, |" 


TWo VALUES 


There are two blood pressure 
values. One occurs at tho time 
when the heart contracts and. 
Places Pressure upon the blood, 

his is the high point in blood 
presure, calicd systolic because

The 
low level is at the point of ox-: 
treme relaxation of the heart 
(diastole). and is,  ‘therofore, 
called diastolic, a 
hen blood pressure begins 
to risa abnormally, «tho rst 
manifestation is usually in tho - 
diastolic pressure. This ig ‘a re- 
fection of incomplete... relaxa- 
tion of the arterial eystem; it is 
a aim also of incomplete re- 
loxation of the individual, When 
the dlastoHe blood - pressure 
creeps up it fs not long before 
the. systolic = ‘lood pnessure 
follows the sane tendency.

which block the action of this 
system, thus achieving the samo 
result as surgical cutting of the 
‘nerves, These  treatmon{s. aro 
usually applied in the more 
severe and the later and well- 
‘cstablisied cases, The treatment 
may be almost as drastic as the 
condition itself. 


Tho real hope for overcoming 
essential ‘hypertension js in the 
observation of conditions tend- 
ing toward the distase without 
waiting for [t to develop into 
its full-blown and established 
increased = presstre, This in- 
volves frequently nothing more 
than the sympathotle services of 
a family physician who can 
have the opportunity to under- 
stand the patient and‘ all his 
surroundings, emotional as well 
a3 physical, and give him — the 
kind of sympathetic and effec~ 
tive treatment which will re- 
move his emotional conflict and 
allow his blood pressure to re~ 
main at a normal figure.

His carly novels were satirical 
onslaughts on the intellectual 
world he knew best—blting, 
amusing, widely read, but some- 
how lacking the essential ¢x+ 
plosive element to accomplish 
the mission. 


It was not until 1932 that 
Huxley crashed through the 
enemy's defences with “Brave 
New World.” The novel was 
the first of a pattern which has 
now become familiar, but it was 
revolutionary in its effect. 

Huxley’s trick was simpic. 
He simply tool the scientific 
wonderland which the enemy 
aimed at achieving and exposed 
it to the full glare of public 
analysis, He pictured a society 
in which man had become ‘so 
perfect an animal that he 
was indistinguishable from a 
machinec—a_ society in which 
order had replaced choos to the 
point where socloty was a 
simple .‘ clockwork machine, in

Beyond is a world in which

To attain knowledge of this 
broader, bigger world is no casy 
matter. It requires a detach- 
ment from the hustle and bustle 
of biological necessily, from the 
weary round of cating, sleeping 
ond procrenting. It requires 
discipline, meditation, and pro- 
longed concentration. 

The great mystica had to 
undergo physical tortures and 
suffer untold mental agonies to 


achieve the desired end. 


Huxley charted their course 
admirably , 

But he recognised one major 
flaw in his plan, Modern man is 
not, the whole, prepared to 
undergo these privations. And 
nis scientific temperament 
makes him distrust anything

That explains Huxlcy’s cx-- 


periments with alkall mescal. 

Mescalin—as the drug js bct- 
ter known—has long been a 
stand-by of. certain tribes of 
American Indians, They have 
always ustd it to transport 
themselves into the other 
broader world—the world where 
the lines are drawn sharper and 
clearer, whore things stand our 
in their own right, where the

Tho answer depends on the 
view you take of the human 
mind. Huxley, like many great 
philosophers, adheres to the

, from its mamentary attachments 
; to a human body restricts it to 
: the perception of-a small realm 
which has biological utility, If 
that necessily can be interefered 
with—by fasting, by meditation 
or by a drug—it is capable of 
a wider scope. 

The theory ts as good as any 
yet evolved to explain mind. 
But it is ope of many, and it Is 
not yet proved.

Mozart's end was pofymant. 
Takon ill in 1701, hoe wrote a 
famous Requiem as his, condi- 
tion worsened, and had it sung 
around his death-bed to hear its 
effect, His body wus put in a 
pauper’s grave, and us a terrible 
storm arose on the day of the 
funeral, only the undertaker and 
his men were at the cemetery 
to see him buried. 


Years later, when Mozart's 
genius was remembered, nobody 
could identify his grave, and the 
monument to him fn Vienna 
Cemolery stands over an empty 
grave. 


TWICE WENT BANKRUPT 


One composer who did make 
moncy—a gavo a lot of it to 
charity—was George Handel, the 
son of o barber. But even he 
had his failures and was twice 
bankrupt, He settled in London 
and tured from writing operas 
to his famous oratorios. 


Handel was called the man 
who set the Bible to music— 
and he very nearly did, Allo~ 
gether, he wrole more than 20 
oratorios, including “The 
Messiah"—which takes over two 
hours to sing—in only 23 days. 


When Handel. died, in 1759, 


he avas not forgotten like Mozart.” 


His body was laid to rest In 
Westminster Abbty—a__ signal 
honour for a naturalised Briton. 


So poor were the parents of 
Franz Haydn that he had to 
leave school ana carn his living 
us a child, The famlly. lived in 
a wretched farmhouse, but un- 
like most composers Haydn did 
fecelve encouragement from his 
peasant father. He was even 
fogged when things went wrong. 
in [ater yeurs, Hoydn’s sonutas 
took the fancy of a wealthy 
countess, and she introduced 
him to pups who paid well. 


HYMN OF DEFIANCE 


When Hoydn was dyin in 
Vienna in 1809, the rench 
were bombarding the town. Al+ 
though everyone around him 
was termified, he took it all very 
culmly and asked to be lifted 
from his bed to the piano. 
While guns ‘thundered _ outside, 
he played his famous “Austrian 
Hymn" over and over again, 


At that very mement, on- 
other great composer, Ludwig 
van Beethoven, was crouched in 
a car with cotlun-wool in his 
ears, Not that he was afraid of 
ile guns, but he feared that the 
explosions would add to his in- 
creasing deafness. He did, in 
fact, become almost totally deaf, 
ond never heard some of hig 
own great compositions. 


Poct of the piano, Frederic 
Chopin, wrote dreamy, romantic 
music, yet struggled for years 
against disease and weakness 
until ‘ho died at 40. 


Perhaps the composer who 
had the casiey! start in life was 
Robert Schumann. His father 
was a successful publisher. 
Unfortunately, Robert's troubles 
camo later. There was insanity 
dn the family. His sister dled 
at 20 from incurable panne 
and the composer his 
last years in ‘an cmp” after 
trying to drown himself in the 
Rhine,

His pass at three 
no-trump was a sheer gamble. 
He should have bid four clubs, 
Intending to play the hand at 
game in clubs, unless South 
could come through with a be- 
lated diamond bid.

There would have deen = far 
less guesswork if North had 
opened with only one club. 
South would xespopd with one 
diamond, and North ‘would now

support by bidding three dia- 
monds.
